The State Board of Agriculture m et yes­ 
terday afternoon and last evening. Messrs- 
Green, Shippee, Boggs, La Kue, Cox, H an­ 
cock, Chase, Swan and Carr were present. 
Nothing of im portance was done during 
the afternoon. 
A t the evening session 
David Lubin appeared before the Board, 
and addressed it upon the subject of his 
proposed 
play-ground. 
H e urged the 
Board to lend every assistance, and also 
asked that the Board furnish an extra baud 
of tousic, to be present every day on the 
ground. 
Mr. Bruner, a representative of the Sac­ 
ram ento wheelmen, also 
addressed the 
Board in the furtherance of the proposition 
to lay a bicycle track on the fair grounds. 
After these gentlemen had retired the 
Board proceeded with ita regular business. 
It was decided to advertise the privileges 
for pool-selling.

There was considerable discussion on the 
subject, and U[*jn a vote finally being taken 
Chase’s proposition was voted down.. 
Mr. Boggs thought it would be a good 
idea to have a ‘‘gentlemen’s race” Bometime 
during the fair. 
The idea was to give a 
purse for gentlem en who will ride their 
own horses. 
The suggestion was put in the shape of a 
motion to give a purse of $250, and allow 
the Speed Programme Committee to make 
the conditions. 
The motion was carried. 
The election of a starter was the next 
m atter taken up. After considerable dis­ 
cussion Mr. Crittenden, the gentleman 
who heid the fiig last year, was again 
selected, provided he will accept. 
At this point Mr. Carr moved to recon­ 
sider tbe vote by which the proposition to 
allow bicycle races on the race-trsck was 
carried. 
The motion was carried, aDd 
then a heated debate ensned. 
Mr. Shippee opposed the m atter stub­ 
bornly. 
H e said ihe bicycles were danger- 
ons to horses, and he was sure the horse 
men would contribute a purse to give the 
wheelmen to keep away aliogether. 
After a prolonged taík on the subject the 
proposition was again voted down. 
The application of the Ladies’ Exchange 
for the privilege of selling goods at the fair 
was denied. 
The proposition to furnish funds for the 
music for Mr. Lubin’s play-ground was 
voted down. 
Dana Perkins was unanim ously chosen 
Superintendent of the Grand Stand, with 
full power to appoint all his own assist­ 
ants. 
J. J. McCarthy was elected Chief Ticket 
Clerk. 
Other employes wil! be chosen by 
a comm ittee consisting of [Chairman Green 
and Mr. La Rue.

SHE WAS HOT PARALYZED. 


THEY STILL REFUSE TO RAISE FUHDS 
TO PAY THE POLICE. 


Official Reports for tlie Month of July— 
The Perry- Seminary Building 
Wanted. 


The weekly session of the Trastees was 
held yesterday. Present—Mayor Gregory 
and Trusters McLaughlin and Wolf. 
E. H. Williams, Chief Engineer of the 
Water Works, reported that for the week 
ending August 4th there had been pumped 
44 376,000 gallons of water, the Holly pump 
running 110 hours, and the Stevens pump 
153 hours. 
Timothy Lee, Chief of Police, reported 
that during July the police had made 281 
arrests, and furnished lodgings to eighteen 
persons. The number of meals furnished 
was 1,346. Daring the month $9 20 had 
been received, and $5 85 paid out. 
A petition was received from residents of 
the block between Fifih and Sixth, 0 and 
P streets, reciting that one Mrs. M. Gon­ 
zales conducts a disorderly house in that 
block, apd asking that her license there­ 
fore be revoked. 
Trustee Wolf moved that the license be 
revoked, and the matter referred to the 
Chief of Police for action. It was so or­ 
dered. 
A similar petition was received from cit­ 
izens of the block between O, P, Sixth and 
Seventh streets. 
G. A. Blanchard appeared before the 
Board and made a request that a special 
tax be levied to pay the salaries of the 
extra policemen elected by the Police Com­ 
missioners last spring. He called attention 
to the fact that the law authorizing the 
election of the extra policemen had been 
by the Conrt declared constitutional, and 
he thought it the duty of the Trustees to 
see that the men are paid. The sum re­ 
quired to pay the salaries of the twenty- 
live policemen would be $12 000, or a little 
less than one cent on each $100 of tax­ 
able proper y in the city. The city, he 
said, had either twenty-five policemen or 
she had none at all. They were all 
elected under the same law, and some­ 
thing Bhould be done to pay them. Mr. 
Blanchard argued at some length in sup­ 
port of the demand made by his clients, 
the policemen. The Police Commissioners 
have full power over the police depart­ 
ment, and the Trustees had but one duty 
in the premises, and that was to provide 
for the payment of the salaries of the 
policemen elected by that department. 
The Board refused to grant the request. 
The report of N. A. Kidder, Harbor­ 
master, for the month of July showed that 
dues amounting to $145 50 had been col­ 
lected and paid into the City Treasury. 
City Treasurer Gerber submitted his re­ 
port for the month of July, as follows:

Philip O'Neill, Pouudmaster, reported 
that during the month of July he had im­ 
pounded 10 head of horses, 38 cows and 
five hog9. Sixty-three dogs had been 
killed, and 24 redeemed ; also, 13 head of 
cattle. Receipts for the month, $90 50. 
R. W. Parker, Superintendent of the 
City Cemetery, reoortei that during the 
month of July he received from sale of 
lots $628 25; from permits. $52 ; from vault 
dues, $55; from exbumatioa permits, $30. 
Total, $765 25. 
T. C. Churchman appeared, and asked 
that the alley between F and G streets, 
from Twenty-sixth t> Thirty-first, be 
opened by order of the Board. 
The matt-r was referred to Street Com­ 
missioner McLaughlin for further consid­ 
eration. 
Street Commissioner McLanghlin re­ 
ported in favor of removing the lamp on 
Ninth street, t- tween L and M, to the op­ 
posite side of the street. So ordered. 
Application was made to have a gaslight 
located at Thirteenth and P stree's, or an 
electric light at Thirteenth and Q streets, 
Thich was referred to the Street Commis­ 
sioner. 
Water Commissioner Wolf referred to 
the tact that a large number of horses 
quartered in and about Agricultural Park 
consumed a vast quantity of water for 
which uo revenue has heretofore been re­ 
ceived. He thought that the lessee of the 
Park, or rhe State Agricultural Society— 
whoever collects for stall-room—should be 
held responsible for the water rates. 
Special Water Inspector Brissell reported 
that he had called upon lessee Gardner in 
relation to the matter, and the latter said 
that he had no control over the matter. 
During the summer men would come there 
and put their horses into any stalls they 
raieht select. Tney paid no rent therefor, 
and used the water without charge. 
The matter was lett to Trustee Wolf to 
have the evil corrected. 
L C. Chandler complained that in a 
building on I e’reet, for which he is agent, 
scarcely any wa'ercan be*had iu the second 
story. 
He was advised to employ a 
plumber. 
$ ¡Mr. Chandler also complained that it 
was an injustice to him to push the suit for 
not retiring the sidewalk on the south­ 
west corner of Third and N streets, lor 
which he is merely agent. It the suit were 
continued he would have to call witnesses 
from Pioche, Nev., and it would cost the 
city several hundred dollars unnecessarily. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, the 
suit against Mr Chandler was ordered with­ 
drawn, the sidewalk in ques ion con­ 
demned, and an order made that a new 
sidewalk be constructed within one month. 
Mr. Chandler tad another complaint to 
make. He said the owners of the property 
on the north side of 1 stree’, between Third 
and Fourth, from which the buildings were 
recently burned, desired to erect a brick 
atrncture thereon, but desired to know 
whether the Board intended to allow rail­ 
road cars to use the street in that vicinity. 
He thought the maintenance of the tracks 
there wa- an injury to the property. 
Trustee McLanghlin moved that the 
City Board ot Education be requested to 
turn over to the city the Perry {seminary 
property, on I street, between Tenth anu 
Eleventh, for the purposes of a City Hall. 
It was so ordered. 
Mayor Gregory referred to the fact that 
the jails were filled with pettv criminals, 
and that they seemed to be Ilnckiug into 
the city right along. He believed it would 
be a good idea to establish a stone-yard 
and put these fellows at work. He had 
inquired into the matter and found that 
the railroad company would give the use 
of a piece of ground, rock could be bad at 
the Folsom Prison free, and an almost 
nominal freight rate could be had for 
bringing it here. Gravel ¿is expensive, 
and if there were plenty of broken stone 
for use oa the streets it would be a good 
thing. 
Street Commissioner McLaughlin said 
there was also plenty of work to be done 
in his department, and some of this labor 
could be utilizsd in improving the streets 
Trustee Wolf thought these criminals 
oould be profitably employed ia improv­ 
ing the drainage canals, on which work is 
needed. 
It was ordersd that all lots in cemete­ 
ries must henceforth be paid for in full be­ 
fore possession be given to purchasers. 
Street Cnmmi«sioner McLaughlin re­ 
ported that he had suspended the City En 
giDeerla-t Friday, and appointed William 
M ulla' ey temporarily, and the Board con- 
llrmyi bis action. 
It was ordered that estimates be made 
for extending the Seventeentn street sewer. 
Trustee Wolf presruted an ordinance 
calling a special elec'ion to determine 
whether or not the capaci'y of the Water 
Works shall be incre-ced by the addition 
of another pump. The estimated cost of 
the ent>re work is fixed at $0).<XX) 
Mr. Wotf said tha' if anything were to 
be done to increa?e the wa'er supply it 
mnst be done this fall, and he was ready to 
vote on the proposition. The old tank 
shou'd have been condemned a year ago. 
but with the present system it still bad to 
be us«l. He would like the matter settled 
now, one way or the other. 
Trustee McLaughlin thought the ordi 
nance ehonid be held over for three weeks 
in order to fully consider it. 
Trustee Wolf said if laid over that long 
it might as well be laid over indefinitely. 
The passage of tha ordinance would simpiy 
give the pee ,e an opportunity to say 
whether or not they want another pomp. 
The matter was finally laid over for three 
weeks. 
City Expert R. M, Clarkcn submitted a 
report showing the resulta of his examina­ 
tions of the books of the various ci y offi 
cials. 
The reoort was accepted and theC crk 
instrcc-* d to tio'ifv those officials reports! 
as indebted to the city to pay over the 
amounts at once. 
Adj jurued. 


An Alley W arfare Aired at Length In the 
Police Conrt. 
The Rileys and Perrys have 'oeen at war 
for many moons, now, and the hostilities 
have on frequent occasions made the little 
alley near Third ar j o streets, on which 
they reside, an exceedingly lively scene to 
behold. The Ri'eys occupied a shanty be­ 
longing to Perry, and when they got iu 
arrears for rent, recently, Perry promptly 
ordered them off the premises. 
But, as Mrs. Riley admits, “divil a move 
was made.” 
Perry then took the matter into Conrt 
and secured a legal process of eviction. 
Meantime, the Rilevs had him arrested for 
disturbing their peace, and succeeded in 
getting him fined in the Police Court. This 
little bv-play did not serve to cool Perry’s 
ardor a bit, and when the thirty days’ limit 
was up. last Wednesday, he assisted Con­ 
stable Swift in the work of dumping the 
Rileys and their traps into the street. 
He labored with such fervor that Mrs. 
Riley objected and said something un­ 
complimentary to Perry. The latter re­ 
sponded that Mrs. Riley was “a paralyzed 
old thing." Mrs. Riley then had the land­ 
lord arrested again for disturbing her 
peace. 
All this was told in the Police Court yes­ 
terday at the examination of Perry, and 
much feeling was exhibited on both sides. 
Mrs. R.iey was crcss-examined very 
closelv by Lige Hart, Perry’s attorney. 
‘ You're not ‘a paralyzed old thing,’ are 
you. Mrs. Riley?” .inquired the attorney. 
“No, sir. I’se got the rheumatiz’, sor, 
but I’m not a paralyzed old thiag.” 
“Did you have anything to drink that 
day ?'1 pursued Mr. Hart. 
“Y’es; tea and coffee.” 
“Any beer?” 
“No, sir ; not a drop!’’ Mrs. Riley was 
the picture of virtuous indignation as she 
stood up to say this. 
Mr. Hart, however, didn’t scare ar all. 
“Any whisky?” was his next question. 
“VVell—er—yes; just a little taste.” 
“How much of a taste ?” 
“Just an ordinary little taste, you 
know ?” 
“No, I don’t know. Now when I take a 
taste I generally paralyze a whole liask. 
Was that the way with yon ?" 
"No, sir ; a drop was all I had.” 
Mrs. Roonev, an ancient Hibernian lady, 
who overheard eome of the compliments 
passed between Mrs. Riley and Mr. Perry, 
during the eviction, took the witness stand 
and corroborated Mrs. Riley’s statements. 
“You’re a friend of the Rileys, are you 
not?” asked Mr. Hart. 
“Oh, yts. Oi know tliim a lang toime.” 
*‘And you don’t like the Perrys, do 
you ?” 
•‘O have noithin agin ’em.” 
“Well, you don't like Mr. Perry, any- 
wav ?” 
“Oi have noithin agin him, but Oi 
wouldn’t allow the likes av him ter call me 
a paraloised ould thing.” 
“Wou:dn’t you?” 
“Indade Oi wouldn’t.” 
“What would you do?” 
“What would Oi do?” 
“Yes.” 
“Why, Oi’d—why—what would Oi do. 
yea-k? Well, Oi’m am an Irish woman, 
that’s what Oi am.” 
"Well, that settles it then. That’s all, 
Mrs. Rooney,” and Mr. Hart bowed po- 
luely to the witness as she glided haughtily 
from the stand. 
When the case was submitted. Judge 
Buckley stated that he could not see any­ 
thing in the evidence to show that Perrv 
was any more to blarue than Mrs. Riley. 
It was a family row, and that was all there 
was to it. Perry bad been fined once be­ 
fore for disturbing Mrs Riley’s peace, and 
that was enough punishment for him. The 
case was dismissed. 


O’DONOVAN’S CHEEK. 
Policem an Stafford Tested It and is Now 
Sorry that He Did. 
“John O’Donovau, charged with drunk­ 
enness and disturbing the peace,” called 
Police Judge Buckley. 
“That’s me.” The speaker bobbed up 
out of the prisoner’s dock, and the picture 
he presented created a roar of laughter 
among the spectators.

MORE BLOODSHED. 
A M urderous Mongol Shoots a Country­ 
woman Three Times. 
About 9 o’clock last night three pistol 
shots were heard on Third street, between 
I and J, and there was a rush of Chinamen 
and white men to the spot. In one of the 
little Chinese cribs on the east side of the 
street, a couple of doors north of the alley 
was found a mob of excited, clamoring and 
jabbering Chinese gathered about a little 
woman from whom blood was pouring in 
three different streams. 
The injured creature was carried into a 
back-room, and a surgeon summoned. Ho 
found that she was shot twice in the left 
arm, and once in the right. One of the 
shots in the left arm was between the 
elbow and shoulder, and the other iu the 
wrist. The latter had shattered the bones 
in a shocking manner. The shot in the 
right arm was midway between the wrist 
and elbow. The would-be murderer had, 
of course, escaped. 
After the excitement had calmed rlown a 
reporter learned the particulars of the af­ 
fair. It appears that a Chinaman named 
Ah Hum came to the place a little while 
b"fore, and tried to borrow some money 
from the woman, but she refused him, at 
the same time accusing him of having, on 
a formei visit, stolen her opium-pipe. He 
became greatly incensed at the charge, and 
went away. A little later the woman was 
on the sidewalk, when Ah Hum ap­ 
proached her and said he would kill her. 
She became alarmed, and ran for her door, 
but before she could get it open he shot 
her thrpe limes, as stated. 
As the parties belong to the same com­ 
pany, the matter will, of course, be settled 
among themselves, and, even if the mur­ 
derous villain should be caught by the po­ 
lice, none of those who witnessed the crime 
would swear against him. Such is life in 
Chinatown.

Result of a G raud Jury Visit to the 
Board of Supervisor*. 
There was a lively racket in the Board ot 
Supervisors’ room yesterday, which gave 
an unusnai spiciness to the ordinarily dull 
routine of Supervisorial deliberations. A 
committee, representing the Grand Jury, 
comprising Messrs. William Boyne, F. F. 
Thompson and George Rich, visited the 
Board, and interrupted Supervisor Black 
in the midst of one of his eloquent perora­ 
tions, by demanding that that body should 
employ special counsel to assist the Jury 
in prosecuting certain officials whom the 
Jury say owe the county various sums. 
For a time the members ot the Board re­ 
garded the matter as a bit of dry humor on 
the part of the committee, "but, when 
spokesman Boyne intimated that he hardly 
expected the Board to grant the request for 
counsel, and made it simply as a matter of 
form, the Supervisors began to show signs 
of restlessness. 
Supervisor Bates remarked that he 
“would be a 
fool to vote to employ 
somebody to prosecute himself." 
Juror Boyne continued to harangue the 
Board, and finally he was interrupted by 
Chairmrn Tebbetts, whose wrath had in­ 
creased to that extent that be could hold 
in no longer. He told Mr. Boyne that he, 
for one, would not beinsulted in that man­ 
ner, and would settle with him personally 
outside the Board room. 
Boyne replied that he could settle it out­ 
side or inside, just as he pleased. 
Things were getting up to fever heat 
about this time, and Sheriff McMullen, 
who happened to be present, thought it 
about time to interfere. The committee 
finally left in high dudgeon, promising to 
call at another time for the Board's answer 
to the demand. 
District Attorney Bruner wa9 seen by a 
R ecobd-Union reporter in the afternoon 
in regard to the matter. He said the Grand 
Jury had applied to him to prosecute the 
persons whom the Jury claims to be in­ 
debted to the county, and he told them 
there was nothing in it—that some of the 
proposed actions could not be maintained, 
and that it would be a waste of money to 
carry on such suits. 
It will oe remembered that the Grand 
Jury, in its rather sensational report made 
some months ago, charged that various 
other county officials had employed un­ 
necessary clerical help, and that the Super­ 
visors had illegally allowed demands there­ 
for. The latter body was also charged 
with extravagance in various ways. 
Later in the afternoon, after the Board 
had adjourned, Mr. Bovne was conversing 
with District Attorney Brnner, on J street, 
ar Seventh, when Supervisor Tebbets 
and Deputy County Clerk Scott came up. 
Boyne says he thought that Tebbsts was in 
good humor as he approached, but learned 
his mistake when the Superv s ir landed a 
regular Sullivan lick on his (Boyne's) lett 
ear. Then the two came together, and a 
lively “scrap” ensued until some friends 
of the parties ran in and separated the 
combatants. 
A GOOD SHOWING. 
City Expert d a rk e n Report* That Most 
of tlie Office* are Well Conducted. 
City Expert R. M. darken yesterday 
submitted to the City Trustees his report 
on the condition of the accounts of the 
various city officials, as shown by the 
transactions of the year from Auril 1, 1888, 
to April 7, 13S9. In his preface to the re­ 
port, Mr. darken says: “As a general 
thing, the books are perfectly correct. An 
exception or two will be noted in the 
proper places.” 
Tne report first takes np the City 
Justices’ offices and gives the amounts paid 
by them into the Citv Treasury. 
The expert states that between the dates 
given above City Superintendent Wilson 
collected on lots sold and delinquent 
$2,500; exhumation permits for year end­ 
ing April 7, 1889. $60; vault dnes, $12 50: 
burial permits, $666; to'al. $3 244 50. Tnis 
total is showu by the Treasurer's receipts 
and Auditor’s books. 
On April 12, 1889, Wilson banded Par­ 
ker. his successor, $472 75 cn account of 
collections which he bad collected on lots 
from April 1, 1888. to April 7, 1889. 
Says the report: “There are no dates 
showing the time of these payments, but 
Superintendent Parker propoees to ascer­ 
tain the dates and make the proper entries. 
On June 2. 1888. Wilson gave a receipt to 
Reeves & Long for $13 75 as part payment 
in a cemetery lot owned by relatives of 
Mrs. G. W. Chappel. This süm has not 
been paid into the treasury nor to the pres­ 
ent Superintendent.'1 
Mr. darken says: “I will volunteer the 
assertion that there is no institution over 
which the city has control that requires 
grea'er reformation and better management 
than its cemetery It would repay thecity, 
at least in the rtfl *cticu of having done a 
duty to the dead, if ilinangurated a general 
rearrangement of the records pertaining to 
this place of burial. The plat-book is a 
blurred, blotted, ill-kept thing, out of which 
it is difficult to obtain any information. It 
has been so for years.” 
The report shows that the District Attor­ 
ney has collected delinquent city taxes 
amounting to $1,276 62, and paid over $300, 
leaving $976 CO a ill in his hand*. 
The boobs the City Collector, Water Col­ 
lector, City Treasurer, City School Superin­ 
tendent, City Auditor. Secretary of the Cttv 
Library, Funded Debt Commission and 
Fire Commissioners, are all reported as 
correctly kept.

Placer county, 
writes that, although the meat shipped 
him, after leaving the railroad at Auburn 
has to be hauled quite a distance by stage, 
yet it arrives in first-class condition, and 
can be kept much longer than meat pur­ 
chased in the local market. For the pur­ 
pose of supplying the interior trade the 
meat is prepared in an immense refrigera­ 
tor. where for several days it is kept under 
a freezing temperature, and is thoroughly 
chilled through. For shipment, the meat 
is then packed in an interior compartment 
of a refrigerator chest, which is then filled 
with ice. Under these advantages Mohr A 
Yoerk have built up a large trade in dif­ 
ferent parts of the country, where fresh 
meat cannot be had or kept during the 
warm season.

Miss Minnie Luckey and A lbert VI iisoa 
Drowned in the Siuslaw Kiver. 
Eugene. (Or.), August 5th.—Janies Mont­ 
gomery has just arrived from Florence, 
having traveled all night with the news of 
the drowning of Miss Minnie Luckey and 
Albert Wilson, both residents of Eugene, 
in the Siuslaw river, a quarter of a mile 
above Florence, yesterday afternoon.

S po k a n e F a l l s, (W. T.,) August 5th.— 
The entire business portion of this city was 
destroyed last night. 
Twenty-five blocks 
were reduced to ashes. The estimated loss 
is fourteen millions. 
The fire started at seven o'clock, p. m. in 
a lodging house on Railroad avenue. The 
fire department was on hand quickly, but 
owing to a lack of water fire rapidly spread 
to tbe adjoining frame building, and was 
soon beyond control. 
The flames jumped across the street to 
the Russ House and Pacific Hotel. By this 
lime a strong wind sprung up, and it was 
evident the city was doomed. 
The fire spread with fearful rapidity, ami 
the tiremeu were poweriess. 
Attempts 
were made to check the fire by blowing up 
buildings in its path, but in vain. 
From the Pacific Hotel the fire jumped 
across Fionte'reet to the trame buildings in 
the next block, and it soon reached the 
heart of the city. 
A block of two-story brick buildings on 
Riverside avenue next. went. From here 
the tire communicated to the magnificent 
Hyde block, a four-story building, taking 
in the whole block between Mill and How­ 
ard streets, on Riverside. 
The fire leaped across Howard, and iu a 
few minutes the block betweeu Howard 
and Stevens was reduced to ashe3. 
Next to succumb was tfie large Tull 
block and a solid block of four-story bricks, 
including the Postoffice, between Stevens 
aud Washington. 
Here the fire burned out from a lack of 
material. From the point of beginning the 
fire took another direction, leaping across 
Sprague street to the Opera House block. 
From it the flames leaped across Riverside 
avenue to Brown’s Bank, and then both 
sides of the avenue were iu flames. 
The block between Post aud Mill was 
quickly licked up, including the Grand 
Hotel. From here it communicated to the 
adjoining block on the right. Here was 
the Frankfort block, the largest building 
in the city, aud which cost two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. It withstood 
the lire for some time, but finally suc­ 
cumbed. 
The Arlington Hotel was the next to go. 
The building was enveloped in flames 
when a man was seen to jump from the 
second story. 
He arose and started down 
Howard s'reet, when he was overcome by 
heat and fell. Several people rushed to his 
assistance and carried him to a place of 
safety. 
He was a jpitible sight, being lit­ 
erally roasted, liis skin peeling off all over 
his body. His name was Charles Davis, of 
Billings, Montana. 
He died abou noon. 
From the Arlington Hotel the tire trav­ 
eled north aud consumed the block be­ 
tween Howard, Main and Front and Stev­ 
ens, burning last as far as the latter street, 
where a vacant lot checked its further 
progress in that direction. 
Everything in a northerly direction, in­ 
cluding the Northern Pacific Express, 
Union Block and Windsor Hotel, was socn 
a mass of flames. 
The river prevented tbe fire doing further 
damage, and was a means of saving the 
big flouring and lumber mills. By this 
time, iu the short space of three hours, the 
lire had consumed everything in its path, 
reducing to ashes the entire business por­ 
tion of tbe once beautiful qity. 
The only business block left standing is 
the Crescent Building, which was saved 
by tearing down the intervening buildings.

The City Superintendent of 
the Water Works has been roundly cen­ 
sured bv the Council for neglecting his 
dutv and being away at ihe time of the fire. 
The big pumps were not connected, and 
at the time of the fire there was scarcely 
any pressure. Had there have been the fire 
would have been easily gotten under con­ 
trol. 
The militia is out in force, and all per­ 
sons without a pass are forbidden within 
the burnt district. 
Five out of the seven banks are doing 
business to-day in the Crescent block. 
Everybody oears 
their

Many business men already signify their 
intention to rebuild.

S an Francisco, August 5th.—Abont 2 
o'clock thi9 afternoon two shots were heard 
coming from the house at 507 Jones street.

Mrs. Carter 
came to this city a short time ago from 
Nevada City, and was stopping at 507 Jones 
street while furnishing rooms for house­ 
keeping. Carter called to see her about 
noon, and just previous to the shooting 
the couple were standing in the hallway 
talking. No dispute or loud words were 
overheard. The shots were ihe first alarm 
that wss given. Dr. McCarthy wbs one 
of the first to reach (he scene. He found 
the woman lying on her face near the 
door in the hall with a bullet wound in her 
back, just below'lie right shoulder blade. 
She was dead. Carter waa lying in the 
front room, adjoining, with a bullet wound 
in his right temple. He also was dead. 
Mrs. Carter’s maiden name was Annie 
Lloyd, and her stepfather was a Mr. Cilley, 
formerly a prominent m iring man of 
Nevada county. But little is known of 
Carter.

Mrs. Carter waa born in this township in 
in 18t>5, nod always lived here until last 
spring, when she went to San Quentin to 
join him. Her mother is Mrs. Edwin Tilly, 
a rich end ahrewd butitifss-woman.
